An accident of time causes the U n fed fitatc* 
supreme couit to conv ener today for an unusually im­ 
portant session in a new building designed to em pha­ 
size the court's prestige in the structure of gov ern­ 
ment. It* prestige lias been e» a blushed during a cen­ 
tury and a half without benefit of a setting, other 
than the old senate chamber In the capítol 
Under ordinary circumstances, the new » upremt 
court building, a v eri able palace built at enormouf 
cost, would ov ershadow the court itself on the oe 
cas ion of its actual dedication to use 
But on th< 
occasion as it exists today, the new building's ov er­ 
whelming magnificence is merely incidental to .he 
beginning of the court’s eight month session 
During the eig ht months the court will contlnu 
to exercLv It ; mandate of interpreting the Cons i 
tutlon of the United Sta tes in connection with legis­ 
lation passed during President Roosev elt’s administra 
lion. Since March, 1933, the executiv e and legislativ « 
branches of the federal gov ernment hav e sought t« 
exercise their authority in new fields, and it has be 
come the duty of the judicial branch to rule on th* 
propriety of what ha s been done. 
The supreme court's disposition of the na ione 
recov ery a ct last spring rev ealed plainly the pro 
portions of the issue which President Roosev elt’s ud 
m inistra tion has opened for public discussion. 
Un 
fortunately, the discussion has not been kept entire!’ 
free from h yserica l and subv ersiv e comments. It i. 
therefore, of v ital importance tha t ev ery America! 
including those who occupy positions of tnfluenc* 
should understand clearly what the supreme court 1 
empowered to do. 
Its function is restricted to Interpretation of th 
Const.tutlon. It is n et concerned with determ ina te 
of executl.e policy, except as it may discov er In tl> 
terms of the Constitution sufficient latitude of m ea n­ 
ing to permit policies which, though cleav ing to t,l 
ev ident spirit of the Constitution, do not cojifor 
exactly with traditional practice. The court’s duly ■ 
to preserv e tV* Constitution 
The powei to rev ise the Constitution resides in th 
people, w ho exercise it by I heir representation i 
congre. s. If and when the Constitution is change« 
the court immediately undertakes to preserv e It 1) 
its newest form. The procedure should be so fnmili 
a s to make misunderstanding impossible, yet the db 
lurbmg ruth is that certain men in public office, wh 
know better, are guilty of inv iting the less thought 
lul titizens of the country to hold the supreme com 
responsible for the form of the Constitution as wel 
as for preserv ation of the form. 
In a literal sense, representativ e democracy wil 
undergo trial In the United Sta tes as the suprem 
court, an unique guardian of the fundamental law o. 
American gov ernment, goes about the task of per 
forming its v aluable adv isory function, if it. can b 
prov ed that Americans hav e progressed sufficient) 
to respect the opinion of J udges abov e the opinion o
